videogames used 
to be for wimps. Real 
men throw themselves from mountain 
peaks, plunge down potholes and 
bungie from helicopters. But all that's 
about to change. Now you need quarts 
of piping hot Java, an adrenaline drip 
and Pro Plus suppositories to play a 
videogame. What's its name? Well, 
normally I'd tease you for a bit, but since 
that bloody great heading has already 
shot my bolt (Er, "you've blown your 
load" surely ?) it's Le Mans 24hr. 

Now, I'm going to rattle through the 
usual description stuff as fast as I can 
because that doesn't really interest me 
and then I'm going to tell you why this 
game is so special. What we have here is 
a damn tasty looking racer. It's from 
Eutechnyx, the same guys that brought 
us Total Drivin' and Max Power Racing, so 
they know a bit about car physics, game 
graphics and the mashing together of 
the two. And this is without doubt their 
best effort yet. 

Le Mans 24hr is the greatest motor 
race in the world, and that's an 


undisputed fact. The 
combination of agonising 
endurance racing, some of the 
sexiest cars imaginable and one of the 
toughest circuits in the universe, mixing 
purpose-built track and public roads, is 
a recipe for spectacular success and, in 
some cases, unmitigated disaster 
(Mercedes really should have built a 
parachute into their latest model). 

Control yourself 

The game reproduces the event 
perfectly. Select Arcade and within 
seconds you're at the wheel of an 
outrageous supercar. That's after you've 
chosen the aerodynamic downforce, the 
fuel capacity, type of tyre and steering 
speed of course, but you expect that 
from every thoroughbred PlayStation 
racer. What you may not expect is 
having the option to choose braking 
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■^0 .0 Burn baby burn. Knight Rider spews 
fire as Michael Knight lets rip. 
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km Le Mans cars have a frightening array 
of bonnet based illuminations. 


Skid marks ahoy. 24hr sessions require 
a change of pants, brown boys. 
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assist (Formula One owners will recognise 
this option) and traction control. Both 
give the beginner every chance to keep 
from tearing a chunk from the French 
countryside by taking over the controls 
of the car once you have completely 
lost them. 

However, you won't mind ploughing 
off the track when the scenery looks this 
lush. There's no pop-up; the track flows 
smoothly underneath a very solid looking 
car that leaps, bumps and dashes 
realistically across its surface. Enter the 
stadium section of the circuit and 
camera flashes erupt from the 
crowd and you can hear them 
clapping and cheering you on. 

And for once the motors 


themselves sound terrific, not that 
irritating hair-dryer noise. Instead there's 
full-blown turbo-charge popping and 
banging, with the wheels screaming 
under hard acceleration and whining 
under heavy braking. 

Tiff Needell introduces the teams as 
the camera flashes past each car on the 
grid, all 16 of them. You're then into a 
rolling start and if you've qualified badly, 
you're going to be at the rear of the 
pack. Thankfully, that's where all the 
action is - some of the opponent cars 



























have very mean streaks indeed. Whilst 
nudging a competitor into a barrier is 
fun and the crash crowd pleasing, they 
too are partial to a bit of bump and 
grind and if you don't pay attention to 
the flag system, you could wind up with 
a fender bender at 200kph! 


Vehicle variation 

You'll recognise the flag system if you've 
ever been karting or played Formula One, 
but what's different in Le Mans is the 
three very different types of car 


competing in the same race. There are 
Prototype cars, the fastest on the circuit 
and close in speed to Formula One cars, 
then GT1 supercars and finally GT2 cars, 
which are closest to road-going sports 
cars like Porsches and Dodge Vipers. 

What this means is that if you're in one 
of the slower GT2 cars, then you'd better 
get out of the way when a Prototype 
comes haring up behind you travelling at 
almost twice your speed. And thankfully, 
a twirling flag lets you know 
when it's time to make a leap 
for the kerb. 

As you can imagine, each 
of the three categories of 
cars handles very 
differently. The Prototypes are like 
grounded aircraft, lightening fast but 
not very nimble; unsettle 


one of these going into a turn and things 
can get very messy. The GT2s are 
tweaked sports cars - light, quick and 
easy to control, they get left behind on 
the straights but make up time on the 
corners. And finally, GT1 cars take the 
speed from the prototypes and the 
handling from the GT2s and deliver the 
thrills without too many of the spills. 

Now you'll need to get to know each 
type of car thoroughly, so when you've 


accepted a team's offer to become their 
driver, take some time at the test track to 
learn the quirks of each motor. When 
you're racing you can choose either 
Amateur level or Professional. Amateur 
restricts damage and tyre wear to none, 
and evens out the abilities of the other 
drivers giving you a sporting chance. 
Professional, on the other hand, throws 
you a bit of a curve. 

In Professional, go to the test track 
and try out a few laps. After you've raced 
check out the telemetry information and 
you can bring up graphs and circuit 
details that tell you what speed you were 
doing at what bend, how hard you were 
braking and your top speed overall. It's 
pretty trickin' impressive. 

Tyre wear is shown in the bottom left 
of the screen with a small diagram of the 
car. As you race the tyres change colour 
from blue (cold and not very grippy) to 
green (fine and stable) to black (you've

spun onto the gravel and now have no 
grip) and finally red (they're almost 
bald!) Cran Turismo tried this approach, 
but few of the races were long enough 
for tyre wear to make any impact on the 
racing, but in Le Mans it's vital that you 
take care of your tyres, because, unlike in 
GT, if they flash red and smoke billows 
out before you reach the pits they'll 
blow, leaving you stranded and retired 
from the race. 

Engine battering 

Le Mans also scores against other racers 
in that the cars (in Professional mode at 
least) can take a real hammering. The 
shells warp and contort as you hit other 
cars and the scenery, making it more 
unstable each time because you're 
upsetting the aerodynamics. This means 
that if you want to get the best lap times 
you'll have to head into the pits for 
repairs. Unfortunately, the more damage 
you've sustained the longer it takes to 
repair the car and you'll lose precious 
places before you can head back onto 
the circuit once more. And what all this 
mounts up to is strategy. 

Le Mans 24hr is a racing game in 
which your driving strategy is as 
important as your ability behind the 
analogue stick. Holding your nerve into a 
corner, getting the line just right is

thrilling, but what's it doing to your 
tyres? Will they last another hour? 

Should you ease off and make up the 
time by not pitting? But then, you've 
also noticed that the rear of the car is a 
bit light coming into the Mulsanne 
corner. If you pit then you'll be able to 
correct the aerodynamics, pick up more 
fuel, do some necessary repairs, check on 
your position and, sweet jesus, 
save the game.

In Professional, 
you've also got to 
worry about the engine 
overheating and you'll need to 
keep an eye on the fuel gauge. 

The engine overheats when you've 
been using your rev limiter to give the 
car an extra burst of speed when 
overtaking an opponent. If you rev the 
engine too much it overheats, black 
smoke chokes the air and it won't be 
long before the car bursts into flames. So 
all the time you're balancing you need to 
preserve the car against your desire to 
win the race. 

It's this strategic element that makes 
Le Mans quite original. Sure, you can 
change the options and race for 12 
minutes, or 24 minutes and even for two 
hours, but that's for those pot-holing, 
skydiving pussies. Real men will be 
inserting the Pro Plus and chewing on 
the coffee right through the day and 
night, beating back the nausea and

deprivation to 
actually achieve

or the claustrophobia of night as it 
envelopes the car at 200kph with 
fireworks exploding in the background as 
the French folk get all carried away. 
You've got to fight your way from the 
pack at the beginning, bashing your way 


What are the differences between the 
three types of car- Prot, CT1 and CT2 
and does that make it more difficult, 
with all three types on the track at once? 

Big speed differentials have 
always been a feature of Le Mans 
and it's a danger you just have to 
accept. But the open prototypes 
and GTI Is are really pretty 
evenly matched. 


Le Mans includes professional, 
amateur and paying drivers - does 
that make it more dangerous? 

The fact that a full grid at Le 
Mans will include 148 drivers is a 
worry because there aren't that 
many professionals in Europe, so 
it's always something to 
remember when you are 
overtaking. 


How difficult is it on a public road 
surface? Do you hove to be 
mechanically minded in order to cope 
(as all repairs must be carried out by 
the driver?) 

The road surface can be a 
problem, especially on the 
Mulsanne straight where lorries 
trundle down all year long and 
create ridges In the tarmac. But 
the driver only has a very basic 
tool kit so if the problem is very 
serious then it's time to walk 
home anyway. 


Why are the cars quicker at night? 

They're actually quickest in the 
early hours of the morning when 
the driver is well in the groove 
and the cool night air Increases 
engine horsepower. 


What makes Le Mans such a special 
race? 

The history, the tales of great 
legends and the fact that it's 
basically the same long, part- 
road part-race track that's been 
used for generations. 


You've raced there fourteen times - 
what does it feel like to finish the race? 

Just to finish at all is a euphoric 
feeling for the whole team, but 


to get on the podium as I did in 
1990, finishing third behind the 
two works jaguars was a very 
special feeling. 


What's it like to drive over 200kph at 
night? 

I think you mean 200 mph! And 
it seems a lot faster than even 
that when you first go out, but 
things soon come into focus and 
you just want to go even faster. 























Do you have any tips for any would-be 
first time drivers at Le Mans? 

Is it a 24 hour sprint or do you 
pace yourself? I noticed that 
James Weaver recently said Le 
Mans needed four drivers not 
three to cope with the FI type 
speeds. Nowadays the cars are so 
strong it's really a flat out sprint. 
Most cars will have problems but 
the one that has the least will 
probably win. So each driver has 
to be prepared to do 4 flat out 
Grand Prixs within the 24 hours. 


How does the game compare to the 
real thing? 

The game gives you the visual 
experiences that you can expect 
in a real race - the rest is down 
to your imagination. 


through if necessary, the skid marks of a 
particularly nasty incident staying on the 
track for the entire race. 

It's a battle of nerves staying in the 
lead without the tail-lights of other cars 
alerting you to the corners. And then, 
before you know it, you're up against the 
pain-in-the-arse back markers. Some of 
them will swerve into your path just out 
of spite and it's about now that the 
whole thing starts to descend into 
something closely resembling stockcar 
motorway driving! 


Two-player gives you the same list of 
choices as in one-player. You can race a 
mate in the 24hr Le Mans, a three or five 
race championship or go head-to-head 
in Arcade mode. There's no slow down 
or pop-up as you battle your cars, wits 
and levels of concentration against each 
other, and afterwards you can sit back 
and watch the super-slick replay and add 
that extra buff of turtle wax to the cars 
as you crash and smash your way round 
the circuit. It's superb. 

For challenge, playability and 
lastability Le Mans is a good concoction. 
It's more of a thoroughbred racer in the 
fashion of TOCA 2, but manages to 
compete with that classic by pitting you 
against real racing strategy and the eye¬ 
popping, nerve jangling experience of 
24hr motor racing. Le Mans throws 
down the kind of man-sized gauntlet 
that strikes fear into casual gamers. Do 
you have the ability, unwavering 
stamina, grit and pure patience to win a 


24hr race? Bollocks you do!
